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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's proposed claim amendments have not been 
entered because they combine limitations previously considered separately. 
Specifically, applicant has proposed to amend independent claim 24 to recite that the 
target, source and egg-laying animal are all distinct species. Previously, such a 
limitation was not considered in conjunction with other dependent limitations such as 
claim 29 which recites the specificity of the administered antibody. Further, the 
proposed amendment to the independent claim to require the presence of 3 distinct 
animal species does not appear to be compatible with previously recited dependent 
claim limitations. Claim 34 recites that the source and target animal are the same 
species and claim 38 recites that the source and target animals are pigs. Such claims 
do not appear to be properly dependent because the genus recited in the independent 
claim comprises 3 distinct species and genera wherein one or more of the 3 recited 
animals are of the same species comprise no members in common with the genus of 
the independent claim.
